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SESSIONS. 


There  is  but  one  Session  in  the  Seminary  year.  The  year  commences 
on  Wednesday  after  the  third  Monday  in  September,  and  ends  with  the 
second  Thursday  in  May. 


ADMISSION. 


The  regular  time  for  admission  to  the  Seminary  is  in  September.  It  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  that  all  Students  should  be  present  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Session. 

The  Seminary  is  open  to  Students  of  every  denomination.  Candidates 
for  admission  must  furnish  the  Faculty  with  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
being  in  full  communion  with  some  Christian  Church,  and  of  having  been 
regularly  educated  at  some  College  or  University;  or,  in  the  absence  of 
such  testimonials,  must  satisfy  the  Faculty,  by  examination,  that  they 
have  made  attainments  necessary  for  the  foundation  of  a  course  in  Theo- 
logy. Such  persons,  on  assenting  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary, 
are  admitted  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  its  privileges. 

On  entering  the  Seminary  Students  are  required  to  assent  to  the  follow- 
ing declaration:  " Deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  the  importance  of 
improving  in  knowledge,  prudence  and  piety,  preparatory  to  the  Gospel 
ministry,  I  solemnly  promise  in  reliance  on  divine  grace,  that  I  will  faith- 
fully and  diligently  attend  to  all  the  instructions  of  this  Seminary,  and  that 
I  will  conscientiously  and  vigilantly  observe  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
specified  in  the  Constitution,  and  also  obey  all  the  lawful  requisitions, 
and  readily  yield  to  all  the  wholesome  admonitions  of  the  Professors  of 
the  Seminary,  while  I  shall  continue  a  member  of  it. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY, 


First  Year. 

Old  Testament. — Hebrew  Orthography,  Etymology,  Vocabulary,  Syn- 
tax of  the  Verb,  and  Translation  at  Sight  in  Joshua  or  Judges. 

New  Testament. — An  Outline  of  the  Life  of  Christ,  and  the  Syntax  of 
the  Verb  and  Article. 

Biblical  Literature. — The  Canon,  Philology  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament,  Textual  Criticism,  and  Hermeneutics. 

Ecclesiastical  History. — Sacred  History  from  the  Creation  to  the  end  of 
the  Apostolic  Period,  Ancient  Geography,  Archaeology  and  Chronology. 

Sacred  Rhetoric. — Outline  of  Sacred  Rhetoric,  Exercises  in  Reading 
the  Scriptures  and  Hymns. 

Apologetics. — Scope  of  Christian  Apologetics;  Theism  and  Antitheistic 
Theories. 

Theology. — Theology:  its  Definition,  Method  of  Distribution,  Relation 
to  Philosophy,  and  Source;  and  Inspiration  of  Scripture. 

English  Bible.  — Exegetical  and  Homiletical  study  of  selections  from 
Old  and  New  Testaments. 

Mental  Philosophy. — A  course  of  Lectures. 

SiECOND  Year. 

Old  Testament. — Exegesis  in  Exodus,  and  Hebrew  Syntax;  Transla- 
tion of  extended  passages. 

New  Testament. — Exegesis  in  Acts  and  New  Testament,  and  Grammar; 
Translation  of  extended  passages. 

Biblical  Literature.. — General  Introduction:  Special  Introduction  to 
the  Historical  and  Poetical  Books,  the  Minor  Prophets,  the  Acts,  Romans, 
Galatians  and  Catholic  Epistles. 

Ecclesiastical  History. — From  the  Apostolic  Period  to  the  present 
time. 

Sacred  Rhetoric. — Outline  completed,  and  Written  Exercises  for 
Criticism. 

Apologetics. — Comparative  Religion,  Higher  Criticism,  and  the  Evi- 
dences in  General. 

Theology. — The  Theology  of  Natural  Religion. 

English  Bible. — Exegetical  and  Homiletical  Study  of  Selections  from 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 

Third  Year. 
Old  Testament. — Messianic  Prophecy. 

New  Testament. — Exegesis  of  Galatians,  and  the  Syntax  of  the  Con- 
junctions and  Sentence. 
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Biblical  Literature. — Special  Introduction  to  the  Major  Prophets  and 
the  Pauline  Epistles. 

Ecclesiastical  History. — Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  Church  Polity. 

Pastoral  Theology  and  Homiletics. — A  Course  of  Lectures,  and  Exer- 
cises in  the  Composition  of  Sermons. 

Science  and  Revelation. — Relation  between  Science  and  Revelation, 
and  a  Review  of  the  Field  of  Modern  Scientific  Inquiry. 

Theology. — The  Theology  of  Redemption. 

English  Bible. — Exegetical  and  Homiletical  Study  of  Selections  from 
Old  and  New  Testaments. 

Fourth  Year. 
For  those  who  desire  to  continue  their  course  of  study  for  a  longer 
time,  or  to  take  special  studies,  an  additional  course  is  arranged  for  a  fourth 
year.  No  fixed  course  of  study  is  prescribed  for  this  year;  but  each 
student  is  free  to  devote  himself  to  those  branches  which  he  wishes 
specially  to  pursue.  Such  students  may  attend  any  of  the  regular  classes, 
or  they  may  pursue  advanced  study  and  conduct  original  investigation 
under  the  guidance  of  the  several  professors  in  the  Seminary. 

LECTURES  AND  RECITATIONS. 

The  Junior  Class  meets  five  times  a  week  in  Hebrew,  twice  in  Greek, 
once  in  the  Canon  and  Interpretation,  once  in  Textual  -Criticism,  three 
times  in  Sacred  History,  once  in  Sacred  Rhetoric,  twice  in  Apologetics, 
once  in  Theology,  twice  in  English  Bible,  once  in  Mental  Philosophy, 
and  for  Elocution. 

The  Middle  Class  meets  three  times  a  week  in  Hebrew,  three  times  in 
Greek,  twice  in  Introduction,  twice  in  Church  History,  once  in  Sacred 
Rhetoric,  twice  in  Apologetics,  three  times  in  Theology,  twice  in  English 
Bible,  and  for  Elocution. 

The  Senior  Class  meets  three  times  in  Hebrew,  three  times  in  Greek, 
once  in  Introduction,  twice  in  Church  History,  once  in  Pastoral  Theology, 
twice  in  Science  and  Revelation,  three  times  in  Theology,  twice  in  Eng- 
lish Bible,  and  for  Elocution.

I.— BIBLICAL  LITERATURE. 


Professor  W.  M.   McPheeters. 
Associate  Professor  I).  J.  Brimm. 


General  Statement, 
The  work  in  this  department  will  be  directed  to  the  attainment  of  the 
following  ends,  viz:  First,  The  thorough  mastery  of  the  principles  of 
Hebrew  and  Greek  Etymology  and  Syntax,  as  furnishing  the  only  basis 
for  proficiency  in  Exegesis.  Second,  The  acquisition  of  a  copious 
vocabulary.  Third,  The  formation  and  cultivation  of  exegetical  habits  of 
mind,  the  acquiring  of  sound  principles  of  interpretation,  and  of  a  know- 
ledge of  the  several  branches  of  Exegesis.  Fourth,  The  securing  of  such 
familiarity  with  special  introduction  as  will  give  the  student  an  intelligent 
idea  of  the  historical  occasion,  design  and  general  contents  of  the  particu- 
lar books  of  Scripture,  and  so  prepare  the  way  for  intelligent  Exegesis. 

Associate  Professor  D.   J.  Brimm. 
junior  class. 

New  Testament. — The  class  reads  so  much  as  is  practicable  of  the 
Harmony  of  the  Gospels.  The  object  will  be  to  secure,  («)  a  correct  idea 
of  the  Etymological  and  Syntactical  peculiarities  of  New  Testament 
Greek  by  inductive  Study  of  the  text;  (^)  a  succinct  view  of  the  life  of 
Christ ;  (c)  the  removal  of  harmonistic  difficulties;  (a7)  a  knowledge  of  the 
peculiarities  of  the  four  Evangelists;  (/)  a  copious  vocabulary;  (/)  some 
knowledge  of  the  Antiquities  of  the  Jews.  Due  attention  will  be  given  to 
word  formation,  particularly  of  compounds,  to  synonyms,  and  to  the  dis- 
criminating use  of  the  Lexicon.     Parts  of  the  text  will  be  read  at  sight. 

Text- Books:  Robinson's  Greek  Harmony,  Thayer's  Lexicon,  Good- 
win's and  S.  G.  Green's  Grammars,  supplemented  by  reference  to  Winer, 
Simcox  and  others. 

For  those  who  have  not  taken  a  classical  Greek  course,  a  Junior  B.  class 
is  available  which  studies  the  Gospel  of  John  on  the  basis  of  Harper  and 
YVeidner's  Method. — Taught  by  the  Tutor. 

Old  Testament. — The  class  is  expected  to  secure  a  thorough  mastery  of 
the  Forms  and  Inflections,  together  with  a  vocabulary,  and  a  general 
Knowledge  of  Syntax,  and  of  the  Prose  Accents.  This  will  be  accom- 
plished   in    connection   with    the   close   study   of    Gen.    I — VIII;    and 
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afterwards  by  the  more  rapid  reading  of  as  much  as  possible  of  the  re- 
mainder of  Genesis,  and  sight  reading  in  Joshua. 

Text  Books:  Harper's  Inductive  Series,  Gesenius'  Lexicon,  Baer  and 
Delitzch's  Genesis. 

Auxiliary. — General  Introduction,  including  History  of  original  Texts 
and  principal  Versions,  Textual  Criticism.  Warfield's  Textual  Criticism 
is  used,  and  is  supplemented  by  Lectures. 

MIDDLE    CLASS. 

New  Testament. — This  class  will  finish  the  Harmony,  studying  as  above 
indicated,  and  will  read  Acts  and  the  Catholic  Epistles  with  a  running 
Exegesis.  The  effort  will  be  to  fill  in  the  outline  of  New  Testament 
Grammar  acquired  in  previous  year  by  the  more  minute  study  of  Syntax, 
Forms  and  Words,  as  also  of  the  peculiarities  of  respective  authors. 

Texts-books:   Westcott  and  Hort's  New  Testament,  Winer  and  Thayer. 

Old  Testament. — This  year  the  class  reads  Judges,  Ruth,  and  the 
Pilgrimage  Psalms.  Next  session  they  will  read  Deuteronomy  and  as 
much  as  possible  of  Jeremiah,  continuing  drill  in  Forms,  and  study  of 
Syntax  and  Prose  Accents,  as  also  Lexical  studies,  and  an  examination  of 
critical  questions  that  emerge  in  connection  with  these  portions.  The 
endeavor  will  be  to  direct  and  assist  the  students  in  making  original 
investigation  along  chosen  lines. 

Text-Books:  Bible,  Lexicon,  Harper's  Syntax  and  Driver's  Hebrew 
Tenses. 

Auxiliary.—  Special  Introduction  to  Old  and  New  Testament  Books. 
In  Old  Testament  the  Historical  and  Poetical  Books.  In  New  Testament 
all  except  the  Pauline  Epistles.  Attention  is  given  to  Critical  Theories. 
Work  in  future  will  be  done  largely  by  lecture. 

SENIOR    CLASS. 

New  Testament. — This  class  reads,  with  the  chief  object  of  securing 
familiarity  with  the  original  New  Testament,  the  Pauline  Epistles  and 
Apocalypse.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  hoped  that  time  will  remain  for 
a  brief  course  in  Syriac  sufficient  to  enable  the  student  to  use  these  im- 
portant versions  in  Exegesis. 

Text-books  as  before. 

Old  Testamefit. — Class  begins  with  Job,  and  reads  as  much  as  possible 
in  the  Poetical  Books,  with  study  of  Poetic  Accents  and  Rhetorical  structure 
of  parts  read.  Sight-reading  in  various  parts  of  the  Prophetical  Books  as 
far  as  time  will  allow.     At  the  close  of  the  year  a  few  weeks  will  be  given 
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to  the  study  of  Aramaic  in  connection  with  the  Aramaic  portions  of 
Daniel  and  Ezra  and  some  of  the  Targums. 

Text-books  as  before,  except  Baer  and  Delitzsch's  Texts  are  recom- 
mended. 

In  all  this  course  the  Revised  Version  is  expected  to  be  constantly  used 
as  a  Text-book  along  with  those  named.

1.    Biblical  Literature. 


JUNIOR    CLASS. 

The  class  will  have  weekly  lectures  on  the  Canon  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments  during  the  first  part  of  the  session,  and  on  Hermeneutics  dur- 
ing the  latter  part. 

middle  class. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  session  the  class  will  be  engaged  with  Special 
Introduction  to  the  Old  Testament,  and  will  study  the  Minor  Prophets. 
During  the  latter  half  they  will  take  up  the  Special  Introduction  to  the 
New  Testament,  and  will  study  the  Acts  and  the  Pauline  Epistles. 

The  instruction  will  be  partly  lecture  and  partly  by  text  book.  Gloag 
will  be  used  for  the  Pauline  Epistles. 

SENIOR    CLASS. 

The  class  will  take  up  the  Special  Introduction  to  the  Major  Prophets. 
Here  attention  will  be  called,  as  time  permits,  to  critical  questions  now 
being  mooted.  But  the  chief  object  will  be  to  give  the  class  a  general  ac- 
quaintance with  the  main  divisions  of  the  several  books,  and  to  point  out 
the  logical  connection  of  their  parts.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  session 
the  class  will  finish  the  Special  Introduction  to  the  Pauline  Epistles. 

The  instruction  in  the  Old  Testament  will  be  by  lecture.  In  the  New 
Testament  the  class  will  use  Gloag  as  before.  The  Revised  Version  of  the 
Scriptures  will  also  be  a  text-book  in  constant  requisition. 

2.    Exegesis. 


MIDDLE    CLASS. 

Old  Testament. — The  class  this  year  will  study  Exodus.  During 
the  greater  part  of  the  session  they  will  be  engaged  with  a  close,  critical 
examination  of  Chapters  I. -VI.       The  object    here  will  be  drill  in  the

application  of  the  principles  of  interpretation,  special  emphasis  being 
laid  upon  the  principles  of  grammatical,  historical  and  logical  interpreta- 
tion. During  the  latter  part  of  the  session,  if  possible,  the  class  will  be 
carried  over  the  remainder  of  the  book  in  a  more  rapid  manner.  In  this 
the  object  will  be  the  illustration  of  the  principles  of  Exegesis  as  they  are 
related  to  more  extended  contexts. 

New  Testament. — The  Book  studied  will  be,  for  the  present,  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  session  the  class  will  be 
occupied  with  the  close,  critical  study  of  Chapters  I.-VL,  the  object 
being,  as  in  the  Hebrew,  the  illustration  of  the  principles  of  interpretation, 
and  drill  in  applying  them.  Here  also  the  main  stress  will  be  laid  upon 
the  principles  of  grammatical,  historical  and  logical  interpretation.  The 
references  in  Winer's  Grammar  will  be  studied  in  connection  with  the 
text.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  session  the  effort  will  be  made  to  com- 
pass the  remaining  chapters  of  the  book.  The  Syntax  of  the  Pronoun,  the 
Noun  and  the  Prepositions  will  be  studied  in  Winer. 

SENIOR    CLASS. 

Old  Testament. — The  attention  of  the  class  this  year  will  be  engaged 
with  the  study  of  Messianic  Prophecy.  They  W*M  reac^  w^tn  care  selected 
Messianic  Prophecies.  This  will  be  followed  by  a  connected  view  of 
Messianic  Prophecy  as  a  whole. 

There  will  be  occasional  lectures  on  special  themes.  This  class  and  the 
Middle  class  also  will  be  expected  to  prepare  two  critical  papers  upon  sub- 
jects assigned  them  by  the  professor. 

New  Testament. — The  Epistle  to  the  Galatians  will  be  studied  with 
critical  care,  and  for  the  same  ends  as  already  indicated.  If  time  permits, 
the  class  will  read  rapidly  the  Epistles  to  the  Ephesians,  Philippians  and 
Colossians.  In  Winer  they  will  study  the  Syntax  of  the  Conjunctions  and 
other  Particles,  and  that  of  the  Sentence. 

Here,  as  in  the  Hebrew,  the  Middle  and  Senior  classes  will  each  be  ex- 
pected to  prepare  two  critical  exercises  during  the  session. 

Prizes :  To  encourage  the  study  of  Hebrew  two  prizes  $25.00  each  are 
offered.  They  are  given  in  the  form  of  books,  and  are  awarded  to  the 
student  in  the  Junior  and  Middle  classes  respectively  who  makes  the  best 
standing.

II.—  ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY  AND  CHURCH   POLITY. 

Junior  Class. 

Sacred  History. — From  the  Creation  through  the  Apostolic  period. 

This  History  is  studied  with  reference  to  the  Historic  unfolding  of  the 
Redemptive  Scheme,  as  marked  in  Covenant  and  Type.  Attention  is 
given  to  Ancient  Geography,  Archaeology,  and  Chronology.  Practical 
lessons  are  drawn  from  defections  and  revivals  in  the  Ancient  Church. 
In  conducting  the  course,  text-books  and  Lectures  are  combined. 

Text-books:  First  of  all-,  the  Inspired  Scriptures;  Sacred  History 
(Kurtz);  Manual  of  Bible  History  (Blaikie).  Books  of  Reference: 
Coleman's  Historical  Text-book  and  Atlas, Josephus,  Milman,  Stanley, 
Ewald,  Fairbairn,  Edwards,  and  Humphrey,  together  with  Standard 
Dictionaries. 

MIDDLE    CLASS. 

History  of  the  Church,  from  the  Apostolic  period  to  the  present  time. 

In  pursuing  this  line  of  study,  reference  is  had  to  the  History  of  Doc- 
trine, of  Church  Polity,  of  Discipline  and  Worship.  The  effects  of  Church 
and  State  Alliances  are  noted.  In  conducting  the  studies  of  the  class, 
text-books  are  used,  accompanied  with  free  comment  and  lectures  on 
special  topics. 

Text-book:  Alexander  and  Fisher.  Books  of  Reference:  Mosheim, 
Neander,  Gieseler,  Schaff,  Hethenngton  and  D'Aubigne. 

Senior  Class. 

A  brief  survey  of  the  sources  of  the  elements  forming  the  organization 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States,  followed  by  the  history 
of  the  same,  using  Gillett  as  a  text-book.  This  is  followed  by  a  course 
in  Church  Polity. 

Textbooks:  "  History  of  the  Presbyterian  Church."  Gillett:  "The 
Church  of  Christ."  Bannerman  :  "The  Book  of  Church  Order."  Books 
of  Reference:   Cunningham,  Thornwell,  Hodge,  Gillespie,  and  Robinson. 


III.— PASTORAL  THEOLOGY,  SACRED  RHETORIC  AND 
ENGLISH  BIBLE. 


SACRED  RHETORIC. 

JUNIOR   CLASS. 

Text -book:   Broadus'  Preparation  and  delivery  of  Sermons.     Reference 
is  made  to  Vinet  and  Dabney.     To  this  is  added  drill  in  Reading.     The 
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selections  are  chiefly  made  from  the  Bible  and  Hymn  Book,  with  criticism 
by  the  instructor. 

MIDDLE    CLASS. 

Text-books:  Broadus  (as  above);  and  reference  is  made  to  Baurain's 
Art  of  Extempore  Speaking.  With  this  there  is  a  consideration  in  the 
class-room  of  masterpieces  of  the  pulpit.  Written  exercises  .are  required 
for  criticism  by  the  teacher. 

PASTORAL   THEOLOGY. 

SENIOR    CLASS. 

The  subjects  embraced  in-  this  department  are  discussed  in  a  course  of 
lectures. 

The  composition  of  sermons  is  required  for  criticism  by  the  teacher 
during  the  Senior  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  courses,  attention  is  given  to  the  exegesis  of 
the  Pastoral  Epistles  and  other  portions  of  the  New  Testament  bearing  on 
the  subjects  included  under  Pastoral  Theology. 

The  Sacraments  are  taught  by  the  Professor  of  Church  History  and 
Government. 

ENGLISH  BIBLE. 

A  special  course  of  instruction  in  the  Exegetical  and  Homiletical  study 
of  the  English  Bible  is  given  for  all  the  classes.  This  course  is  arranged 
specially  for  the  benefit  of  such  students  as  may  not  have  had  the  advant- 
age of  a  full  course  of  instruction  in  the  languages  before  entering  the 
Seminary,  but  all  the  students  are  recommended  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
benefit  of  this  course.  Due  care  will  be  taken  that  this  work  in  the  Eng- 
lish Bible  shall  not  be  regarded  as  a  substitute  for  the  regular  work  in 
Greek  and  Hebrew,  nor  be  allowed  to  trench  upon  it.  Sections  of  both 
Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  such  subjects  in  Biblical  literature  as  do 
not  require  a  knowledge  of  Greek  and  Hebrew,  are  studied  in  this  class. 


IV.— NATURAL   SCIENCE    IN   CONNECTION  WITH    REVELA- 
TION, AND  CHRISTIAN  APOLOGETICS. 

o 

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  given  by  means  of  Lectures  and 
Recitations.  No  text-books  are  prescribed,  but  books  of  reference  are 
recommended.  Oral  and  written  exercises  are  regularly  required  in  the 
class-room. 
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Each  year  a  course  of  lectures  is  given  to  the  several  classes  in  the 
Seminary.  In  these  courses  the  ground  of  Christian  Apologetics  is  cover- 
ed in  a  general  way.  In  all  the  courses  attention  is  directed  to  the 
scientific  aspects  of  the  various  topics  under  discussion  ;  and  during  the 
Senior  year  special  attention  is  given  to  the  Relations  of  Natural  Science 
and  Revelation. 

JUNIOR    CLASS. 

The  Nature,  Scope,  Spirit  and  Aim  of  Apologetics;  the  Theory  of 
Knowledge,  and  the  Relation  of  Knowledge  and  Belief;  the  Nature  of 
the  Religious  Consciousness;  and  Theistic  Belief;  the  various  theories  to 
explain  the  Origin  of  Religion;  Theistic  arguments  in  detail,  and  their 
precise  import;  Anti-Theistic  Theories:  Atheism,  Agnosticism,  Positivism. 
Materialism,  and  Materialistic  Evolution,  Pantheism  and  Idealistic  Evolu- 
tion, Deism,  Socialism,  Secularism.  Other  topics  required  from  time  to 
time  in  defence  of  Christianity  will  be  taken  up. 

MIDDLE    CLASS. 

Comparative  Religion:  Islam,  Religions  of  Egypt,  Canaan,  Phoenicia, 
Assyria,  Babylon,  Greece,  Rome,  Persia,  India,  China,  Japan,  W.  Europe, 
and  Savage  Tribes.  The  Supernatural  in  its  Historical  Manifestation ; 
Revelation  as  Historical ;  Higher  Criticism,  and  false  Historical  Theories 
of  the  Scriptures  The  Miracle:  Its  Historical  Evidence  and  Import. 
The  Christ  of  History:  Discussion  of  false  Historical  views  of  Christ  and 
the  Gospel  Narratives.  The  Supernatural  in  a  Kingdom:  The  Church 
historically  considered.  The  Evidences  in  General;  External,  Internal 
and 'Experimental. 

SENIOR    CLASS. 

The  Connection  of  Science  with  Revelation.  Several  preliminary 
questions  considered.  The  field  of  Scientific  inquiry  is  reviewed,  and  the 
results  compared  with  the  Scriptures  at  various  points  of  contact.  Physics : 
Matter  and  Force  briefly  considered.  Biology :  Nature  and  Origin  of 
Life.  Origin  of  Species  by  the  Theory  of  Descent:  Athropology,  Rela- 
tion of  Man  to  the  Brute  Creation,  the  Races  of  Men,  the  Unity  and 
Antiquity  of  the  Races,  Man's  Primitive  Condition,  the  Pre-Adamite 
Theory.  Geology:  especially  in  its  bearing  on  Genesis;  The  Deluge; 
Astronomy  and  Chronology  as  they  relate  to  the  Bible;  Creation  and 
Evolution. 

V.— DIDACTIC  AND  POLEMIC  THEOLOGY. 

o 

The  study  of  Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  Junior  Year,  and 
prosecuted  through  the  Middle  and  Senior  Years. 
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JUNIOR    CLASS. 

The  Junior  Class  is  occupied,  once  a  week,  with  Introductory  Theology, 
embracing  the  Definition  of  Theology  and  the  Method  of  its  Distribution, 
the  Relation  of  Theology  to  Philosophy  and  Science,  the  Source  of 
Theology  or  the  Rule  of  Faith  and  Duty,  and  the  Inspiration  of  the 
Scriptures.  The  text-book  used  is  the  first  volume  of  Hodge's  Systematic 
Theology. 

MIDDLE    CLASS. 

The  Middle  Class  studies  the  Theology  of  Natural  Religion,  compris- 
ing the  following  topics:  the  Being  of  God,  Man's  Natural  Ignorance  of 
God,  our  Knowledge  of  God,  the  Names  of  God,  the  Nature  and 
Attributes  of  God,  the  Trinity,  the  Decrees,  Creation,  Providence, 
Angels,  Man,  the  Will  of  Man  in  Innocence,  Moral  Government,  the 
Covenant  of  Works  and  the  Principle  of  Federal  Representation,  the  Fall. 
Original  Sin,  including  a  full  discussion  of  the  theories  touching  Heredi- 
tary Sin,  the  State  and  Nature  of  Sin,  the  Pollution  and  Guilt  of  Sin,  and 
the  Degrees  of  Guilt. 

SENIOR    CLASS. 

The  Senior  Class  studies  the  Theology  of  Redemption,  consisting 
of  the  following  topics:  Election  and  Reprobation,  Appointment  of  the 
Mediator  and  Federal  Head,  the  Covenant  of  Grace,  Qualifications  of  the 
Mediator,  the  Person  of  Christ,  the  Mediatorial  Offices,  the  Mediatoral 
Estates,  Vocation,  Grace,  Regeneration,  Faith,  Justification,  Repentance, 
Adoption,  Sanctification,  the  Moral  Law,  Prayer,  the  Last  Things, 
embracing  Death,  the  State  of  the  Soul  after  Death,  the  Second  Advent, 
the  Resurrection  of  the  Dead,  the  Final  Judgment,  Glorification,  Future 
Punishment,  including  the  consideration  of  Annihilationism,  Future 
Probationism  and  Universalism. 

The  text-books  of  the  Middle  and  Senior  Classes  are  the  first  volume 
of  Thorn  well's  Collected  Writings,  and  the  three  volumes  of  Hodge's 
Systematic  Theology.  Along  with  the  study  of  text-books,  lectures, 
written  and  unwritten,  are  freely  employed.  The  Students  are  required 
to  submit,  at  all  meetings  of  the  classes,  digested  statements,  in  writing, 
of  what  had  been  gone  over  in  preceding  exercises.  Constant  reference 
is  had  to  the  Westminster  Standards. 

The  occupant  of  this  Chair  delivers,  once  a  week  to  the  Junior  Class, 
lectures  upon  Intellectual  Philosophy. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 


At  the  close  of  each  session  oral  and  ivritten  examinations  are  held 
upon  all  the  subjects  studied  during  the  year.  The  results  of  the  written 
examinations  are  submitted  to  the  Board  for  its  inspection,  and  the  oral 
are  held  in  the  presence  of  the  Board.  "No  member  of  the  Seminary 
shall  be  absent  from  the  examination  of  his  Class;  and,  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  any  Student,  he  shall  be  examined  by  the  Faculty  at  the 
commencement  of  the  next  term,  and  if  his  examination  be  not  satisfac- 
tory he  shall  be  required  to  make  up  the  deficiency,  otherwise  he  may  not 
proceed  with  the  Class." — {Constitution.} 

REPORTS  TO  PRESBYTERIES, 

o 

Reports  are  sent  semi-annually  to  Presbyteries  of  the  attendance  of  the 
Students  under  their  care  upon  the  exercises  of  the  Seminary,  and  of  their 
general  deportment  and  diligence  in  study. 

ELOCUTION. 

o 

There  is  a  special  fund,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  used  to  provide  for 
instruction  in  Elocution  by  a  proficient  teacher.  Lectures,  with  drill  in 
voice  culture,  expression  and  gesture,  and  exercises  in  reading,  are  pur- 
sued under  the  instructor  in  this  department. 

RHETORICAL  EXERCISES. 

o 

In  addition  to  the  regular  instruction  in  Sacred  Rhetoric  and  Elocution, 
exercises  in  Oratory  and  Debate  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the 
Faculty. 

Once  a  fortnight  original  speeches  of  about  fifteen  minutes  in  length 
are  delivered  in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty  and  Students.  Criticism  is 
invited  from  all  present,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  remove  blemishes  of 
matter,  manner  and  style.     Usually  three  Students  speak  at  each  meeting. 

Once  a  fortnight  also  a  debate  upon  some  subject  chosen  by  the  Stu- 
dents is  held,  the  aim  of  which  is  to  cultivate  freedom  and  readiness  of 
speech  in  the  Students.  One  of  the  Students  acts  as  chairman  for  the 
occasion,  and  the  Faculty  is  represented  only  by  the  officer  of  the  week, 
who  is  expected  to  do  no  more  than  to  correct  errors  of  doctrine  or 
of  morals  in  the  arguments  advanced. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  INFORMATION. 


HISTORICAL, 

The  Seminary  was  founded  in  1829,  by  the  Synods  of  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia.  Classes  were  first  organized  in  1831,  with  Dr.  Goulding 
and  Dr.  Howe  as  professors.  In  1833  Dr.  Leland  became  connected 
with  the  Seminary,  but  Dr.  Goulding  died  in  1831,  so  that  only  two 
professors  remained  to  conduct  the  classes.  For  several  years  no  addi- 
tions were  made  to  the  staff,  yet  many  efficient  ministers  were  educated 
during  that  period.  In  1860  there  were  five  able  professors,  of  whom 
Dr.  Thornwell  was  one,  and  over  fifty  Students  tn  the  Institution.  From 
1866  to  the  present  time,  the  work  of  the  Seminary  has  been  carried  on 
with  various  changes  and  some  interruptions.  There  are  now  five  regular 
professors,  a  tutor  in  Biblical  Literature,  and  a  teacher  of  Elocution. 
The  resources  of  the  Seminary  are  fairly  good,  but  not  by  any  means 
adequate.  Additional  endowments,  a  new  Chapel  and  a  Library  building 
are  urgently  needed  to  place  the  Seminary  in  a  position  to  do  effective 
work.

LOCATION. 
o 

The  Seminary  is  situated  in  the  City  of  Columbia,  the  Capital  of  South 
Carolina,  the  seat  of  the  University,  and  other  educational  and  public 
institutions.  Columbia  has  a  population  of  about  17,000,  is  noted  for 
the  beauty  of  its  site,  its  broad  and  well  shaded  streets,  its  quiet  and 
refined  society,  and  its  remarkable  healthfulness,  especially  its  freedom 
from  malaria.  The  climate  is  deemed  very  favorable  to  those  suffering 
from  bronchial  and  pulmonary  troubles.  It  is  the  center  of  several  rail- 
roads, and  is  easily  accessible  lrom  any  part  of  the  United  States. 

BUILDINGS. 

o 

These  are  neat  and  commodious,  occupying  a  square  of  four  acres  near 
the  center  of  the  city.  The  central  building  is  used  for  the  Library  and 
for  recitations.  Law  Hall  and  Simons  Hall  are  planned  especially  for 
the  comfort  of  the  students.  The  rooms  are  large,  well  lighted  and 
ventilated.  Recently  they  were  all  re-painted  and  calcimined,  and  coal 
grates  were  put  in  many  of  the  rooms.  Each  student  is  supplied  with 
bedstead,  bedding,  towels,  wash-stand,  tables,  chairs,  and  book  shelves. 
During  the  past  two  years  nearly  all  of  the  rooms  have  been  entirely 
refurnished  at  an  outlay  of  about  $40  each.  A  complete  suit  of  oak  and 
ash  furniture,  consisting  of  a  large  single  bed,  a  dressing  bureau,  a  closed 
wash-stand,  table  and  chairs,  has  been  placed  in  each  room.  Each  room 
has  also  had  its  floor  neatly  covered  with  a  large  carpet  rug.  This  im- 
portant improvement  has  been  effected  by  special  contributions  made  for 
the  purpose,  and  it  renders  the  students'  quarters  exceedingly  comfortable.

The  Library  and  Class  Rooms,  as  well  as  the  students'  rooms,  have 
been  re-painted  and  thoroughly  renovated,  so  that  they  are  now  exceed- 
ingly inviting  and  comfortable. 

LIBRARY. 


The  Library  of  the  Seminary  embraces  — duplicates  excluded — about 
twenty  thousand  volumes.  The  choice  and  extensive  library  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Smyth,  D.  D.,  of  Charleston,  was  added  some  years  ago, 
and  more  recently,  large  parts  of  the  libraries  of  the  Rev.  John  Douglass, 
Prof.  George  Howe,  D.  D.,  and  S.  Beach  Jones,  D.  D.  Besides  this, 
the  private  libraries  of  the  Professors,  a  collection  of  7000  volumes,  are 
accessible  to  the  Students,  and  the  use  of  the  University  library  is  also 
extended,  by  courtesy,  to  the  instructors  of  the  Seminary — a  collection 
of  great  value,  amounting  to  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  volumes. 

A  library  fund,  which  has  been  accumulating,  now  amounts  to  $10,000, 
part  of  the  income  of  which  is  appropriated  to  the  increase  of  the  library. 
The  opportunity  thus  exists  for  furnishing  it,  to  a  limited  extent,  with 
recent  publications  and  current  periodicals,  American  and  European. 

The  Society  of  Inquiry  concerning  Missions  possesses  a  valuable  Cab- 
inet, and  its  Reading-room  is  supplied  with  a  variety  of  religious 
newspapers. 

A  fire-proof  building  is  greatly  needed  for  the  safety  of  the  Seminary 
Library. 

Donations  to  the  Library  of  money  and  of  books  and  periodicals, 
especially  such  as  have  been  published  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century, 
are  solicited.  Several  valuable  donations  have  been  made  during  the 
year. 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  by  purchase,  and  some  binding 
has  been  done. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 


Daily  prayers,  which  every  student  is  required  to  attend,  are  conducted 
in  the  morning  by  a  member  of  the  Senior  Class,  and  in  the  afternoon  by 
one'of  the  Professors. 

Wednesday  afternoon  is  occupied  by  the  Professors  in  a  Conference 
before  the  students  upon  personal  piety,  the  best  plan  and  method  of  study, 
and  kindred  topics;  the  Students  taking  part  in  the  devotional  exercises. 
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On  Saturday  evening  a  devotional  service  is  held  by  the  Students. 

The  Society  of  Inquiry  concerning  Missions  holds  one  meeting 
monthly,  and  is  very  useful  in  creating  interest  in  Foreign  Missions,  and 
gathering  information  touching  the  history  and  present  condition  of  this 
work. 

Opportunities  for  various  kinds  of  Christian  work  are  afforded,  and 
practical  training  can  thereby  be  secured  by  the  Students.  Care  is  taken 
that  this'  shall  not  interfere  with  regular  study.  Usually  the  Students, 
except  those  in  the  Senior  Class,  are  not  allowed  to  preach  more  than 
twice  a  month,  and  then  only  when  it  will  not  interfere  with  attendance 
upon  the  classes  of  the  Seminary. 


EXPENSES. 

o 

No  charge  is  made  for  Room-rent,  Tuition,  or  use  of  Library,  nor  are 
there  Fees  of  any  kind. 

A  Boarding  Hall  in  connection  with  the  Institution  is  kept  up,  at  which 
suitable  board  is  had  for  about  10  dollars  per  calendar  month.  The 
Matron,  Mrs.  McCormick,  has  charge  of  the  Hall,  and  of  the  linen  and 
furniture  of  the  Students'  rooms.  The  Seminary  provides  the  buildings, 
kitchen  utensils,  table-ware,  etc.  Donations  for  the  use  of  the  Hall  will 
be  gladly  received.  Several  churches  and  friends  sent  in  useful  gifts 
during  the  session. 

Washing  can  be  had  at  one  dollar  per  month.  Books  are  purchased  at 
actual  cost,  by  a  special  arrangement  which  the  Seminary  makes,  and 
many  of  the  text-books  can  be  obtained  from  the  Library. 

Travelling  expenses  of  students,  upon  first  entering  the  Seminary,  are 
paid  when  necessary;  and  further  assistance  is  given  to  students  from 
scholarships,  and  from  a  fund  called  the  Students'  Fund,  so  far  as  it  will 
allow. 


ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION.

An  Association  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Seminary  has  been  formed,  with 
the  purpose  of  preserving  and  strengthening  the  ties  of  fellowship,  and 
advancing  theological  study.  The  officers  elected  at  the  last  meeting 
were:  J.  L.  Girardeau,  D.D.,  President;  Rev.  Thos.  H.  Law,  Secretary; 
and  Wm.  E.  Boggs,  D.D.,  Treasurer. 
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FORM  OF  BEQUEST.

The  Seminary  is  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina, 
under  its  original  name,  and  the  proper  form  of  a  bequest  would  be  as 
follows : 

"To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Synod 
of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  to  them  and  their  successors,  I  give  and 

bequeath  the  sum  of ,  (or  I  devise  a  certain  parcel  or  tract 

of  land,  etc.,)  to  be  applied  by  them  to  the  uses  and   benefit  of  said 
Seminary/' 

Testators  will  do  well  to  have  respect  to  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which 
they  reside.  The  State  of  South  Carolina  requires  that  a  last  Will  and 
Testament  be  signed  by  the  testator  in  the  presence  of  three  witnesses.
